The fall board meeting was productive with several 
honorary awards voted: Hybridizers Medal to Bill 
Maryott; Distinguished Service Medal to Bob Pries, John 
Ludi and John Jones (see Honorary Awards report, page 
42). Jim and Jill Copeland, Bonnie Nichols and Patricia 
Randall were appointed Emeritus Judges (New Emeritus 
Judges report, page 30). 

Among the motions approved by the board was that 
AIS add а “trademarked name” disclaimer on the Iris 
Registration Form. This became an issue when the 
California Milk Processor Board pursued the use of 
their 1993 trademark for ‘Got Milk’ with Google. Any 
ads for the sale of the iris ‘Got Milk’ (Aitken 2002) were 
taken down by Google. When contacted, hybridizer 
Jerry Aitken said he planned to remove the iris from 
his catalog and (tongue in cheek) said he could rename 
it “Got Sour Milk." Previously Cooley Gardens had 
to remove ‘Cabbage Patch Kids’ from commerce and 
Schreiners pulled an iris from the market when Disney 
threatened legal action.

Speaking of ВШ 
Maryott, back in 1989 
he had a brown iris that 
he wanted to name ‘Juan 
Valdez’. Juan Valdez 
is a fictional character 
who has appeared in 
ads for the National 
Federation of Coffee 
Growers of Colombia 
since 1958, representing 
a Colombian coffee 
farmer. Well, Bill Maryott 
is a clever fellow. The story goes that Bill got out the 
phone book, found a Juan Valdez that spoke English, got 
a signed release and named the iris for him! But the moral 
of the story for hybridizers today is to exercise caution 
in their plant naming. Some detailed recommendations 
of the Intellectual Properties Committee were presented 
and approved as AIS policy. (see page 13) 

The board also approved the creation of the Lloyd 

Zurbrigg-Clarence Mahan Award for the Best Seedling 

as seen in the convention gardens and voted on by the 

attendees at the AIS National Convention beginning in 

2014. The cost of design and construction of the award 

is to be funded by Region 4.

Remember to send your show schedules for 
approval to Lois Rose at least two months prior to your 
show date. Lois prefers to receive schedules via e-mail 
at <lowy222@aol.com>. as it speeds up the process, 
saves everyone a little in postage, and provides her with 
an e-mail address to which she can send the Approval/ 
Evaluation form, Show Supplies Order Form, and 
Show Report Form in electronic format. Schedules 
in Word (any version) or PDF are best. MS Publisher 
documents must be converted to PDF. If you submit 
your show schedule via e-mail, please include a cover 
note with your *snail mail" address as Lois will send 
the official approval and show certificates back to you 
via U.S. Postal Service. 

Lois will be travelling February 16-March 4, so 
no shows will be approved during that time. On her 
return home, she will deal with the inevitable backlog 
of schedules in the order in which they were sent so 
submit your schedule in plenty of time, especially 
if you have an April show. Timing will be especially 
critical for shows held before April 19, since supplies 
need to be ordered by March 20. (See note regarding 
Susan's travel plans below.) 


Supplies

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What Next? A Virtual Elower Show!

Have you ever had a fantastic clump or stalk that you know would have astounded and amazed everyone at 
an iris show but the timing was off? Perhaps it was all buds or had finished blooming by the day of the show. Or 
perhaps the show dates are such that your favorite iris group never gets seen. Тоо early! Too late! It seems those *best 
in show" specimens always get away. 

Now there is an opportunity to avoid the hassle of driving to the show, breaking stalks along the way. In essence the 
show can come to you at your best time and season. Introducing the virtual flower show. 

How will it work? Entries, all types including seedlings, sorted in categories will be judged the same way as at 
а real time flower show: horticulture 75 percent, presentation 25 percent. Flower shows are more about judging the 
exhibitor than the particular iris. For this show there 1s no reason to cut the iris and put it in a vase. You will take 
pictures in place in the garden. AIS judges will rate the entries in a juried show. 


Here are the rules. Take 3-4 pictures of each entry. 


Image of a flower from the side 

Image of the same flower from the top looking down 

Image of the whole stalk or clump on which the flower sits 

. (optional) Image of the flower/plant from any direction which best to glorifies the plant

With this combination of images, it is possible to analyze how well the plant was growing (horticulture 75 
percent) and the quality of the photograph (presentation 25 percent) The set of images for each entry will be sent 
to me as show clerk and I will create a set of image galleries on the Iris Encyclopedia for the show. Entries can be 
photographed from January to June 1 and submitted any time during that period. I will begin assembling the show 
in May and it will be open for judging in June. The results will be announced in July. The winners will be *exhibited" 
in the July/August edition of JRISES. 

This first show is experimental. I hope enough people find it fun. Then again if I start getting too many entries I 
reserve the right to limit them. I wish I could say the American Iris Society was the first plant society to have a virtual 
show. But even though we do not lead the horticultural world we can still do interesting things. I am looking forward 
to seeing all the iris that never make it to the show.

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Intellectual Property Policies 


The American Iris Society (AIS) has the multiple 
missions of education, research, publication of data and 
promotion of the genus iris. Therefore there needs to 
be a balance between the dissemination of intellectual 
property (registration data, research results and cultural 
information for instance), and the protection of the 
ownership of AIS intellectual property. 

Intellectual property (IP) is one of our most valuable 
assets. The AIS relies on various types of intellectual 
property protection (trademarks, patents, copyrights, 
trade secrets, design rights). 

Therefore, the AIS adopts the following IP Policies. 


I POLICIESAND RECORDS 

A. The AIS shall actively protect its own intellectual 
property. The AIS confirms its ownership of its 
intellectual property through copyrights, trademarks, 
registered logos and use agreements. 

B. The AIS permits the use of its intellectual property 
by AIS members, affiliated societies, sections and 
cooperating societies for purposes of education and 
promotion of the genus iris. 

C. The AIS does not permit the use of its intellectual 
property for commercial purposes except by written 
agreement. 

D. The AIS shall document and maintain written records 
of agreements and uses of AIS intellectual property. 
(This includes, for example, use of photographs, 
research, data, or articles for publication.) 


II. PROTECTION AND USE REQUEST REVIEW 

The AIS' intellectual property protection and 
management shall be implemented through a compliance 
committee, overseen by the Board of Directors. 

The Intellectual Properties Committee (IPC) shall 
be chaired by rotation of the members and have the 
following membership: 

A.AIS Registrar, 

B. AIS Scientific Committee Chair (or delegated 
representative), 

C.AIS Bulletin Editor, 

D. AIS Public Relations 
delegated representative), 
E. AIS Digital Program, Photo Contest, Calendar and 
Image Chair, 

F. AIS Counsel, in an advisory capacity, 

G. Others as deemed appropriate by the AIS Board of 
Directors. 


The IPC shall have the following authority and

A. To develop and recommend policy and policy 
changes dealing with intellectual property to the Board 
of Directors; 

B. To review all requests for use of AIS intellectual 
property, referring any especially sensitive issues 
to the AIS Board of Directors board; reporting all 
recommendations to the AIS Board of Directors; 

С. То draft and enter into use agreements as appropriate; 
D. To review all allegations of IP infringement and 
recommend appropriate action to the AIS President. 


REPORTING POTENTIAL INFRINGEMENTS 
If any AIS member believes that the intellectual 
property rights of the AIS have been infringed, they 
are encouraged to provide the following information 
to any AIS IPC member or any AIS Board member for 
forwarding to the AIS IPC: 
A. Identification of the copyright, trademark or other 
intellectual property that have been allegedly infringed. 
B. The specific circumstance that are believed to be an 
infringement. 
C. The location, publication or incident of the potential 
infringement. 
D. Report the individual's name, address, telephone 
number and email address of the alleged infringer. &

Aril Society International 

Anita Moran has resigned as President of ASI, but 
will continue to be an active member.

Median Iris Society of America 

In the Fall 2013 issue of The Medianite, Jim Morris 
compiled a report of median winners at AIS Shows. 
There were about 134 iris shows held in 2013. Median 
irises were chosen as Best Specimen in thirty shows. In 
addition, three medians (all IBs) were chosen as Best 
Specimen in the Youth Division. Of the median Best 
Specimen winners at shows, 12 were IBs, 7 SDBs, 6 
МТВ», 4 BBs and 1 arilbred median. The newest median 
to be awarded Best Specimen was ‘Gesundheit’ (Bunnell 
2012, MTB), and the oldest was "Minnesota Mixed-up 
Kid’ (Worel 1970, BB). It’s interesting that both are 
broken color irises. 'Starwoman' (M. Smith 1998, IB) 
won Best Specimen in four shows (leading all winners in 
all shows) plus once in the Youth Division.

The fall 2013 issue of The Siberian Iris arrived in 
my mailbox showcasing the Morgan-Wood Medal 
winner for 2013 ‘Swans In Flight (Hollingworth 2006) 
on the cover.

There is a statement that says “15 Certificate Holder requested to be named as an additional insured?” If you 
only need to show proof of insurance, circle No. If the venue needs to be named as an additional insured, circle Yes.

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2013 AIS Tall Bearded Iris Symposium, 
A Perspective

In 1940 Kenneth Smith of Staten Island, New York conducted an unofficial iris symposium. He conducted a popularity 
poll annually for several years. Ву 1945 the AIS Board had endorsed the symposium and the word “unofficial” was 
dropped from the title of the report. At that time, only the AIS Judges voted in the symposium. In 1952, all AIS 
members were invited to vote. The mechanics of the symposium have not changed too much since that time. 
The current criteria for an iris to be on the ballot is: 

e The top 100 varieties in the most recent TB Symposium 

e Tall bearded irises eligible for 2013 Dykes Medal 

e Tall bearded irises eligible for 2013 Wister Medal 

e Tall bearded irises eligible for 2013 Award of Merit 

e Tall bearded irises that won 2012 Award of Merit 

e Tall bearded irises that won 2012 Honorable Mention 

e This year the above list placed 479 TB’s on the ballot. 


Today, it is known as the AIS Tall Bearded Iris Symposium. It has also been known as the Symposium, the Тор 
100 Favorite Irises, and other names along the way. It is completely separate from the symposiums run by some of 
the sections (Reblooming, Median, Japanese, Siberian and others). These symposiums are each specific to the irises 
of the section endorsing it. 

The 2013 annual AIS Tall Bearded Iris Symposium is the seventy-third. It speaks well for the Symposium that it 
has continued for seventy-three years with few changes. Seventy-three years ago there was no Super Bowl, no NBA 
Playoffs (no NBA), no NASCAR, no United Nations. 

This year (2013) 371 ballots were cast for a total of 7,344 individual votes for irises. Only 8.2 percent of the 4,500 
AIS members cast ballots. Of the 479 irises on the ballot, 466 (97.3 percent) received at least one vote and 216 irises 
(45.1 percent) received 10 or more votes. Twenty-one irises (4.4 percent) received only one vote. The top-rated iris, 
‘Dusky Challenger’, received 160 votes this year, 42 percent more than it received in 2012. It was the number one iris 
both years and *Queen's Circle’ was number two both years. Nineteen irises were within two positions of their 2012 
rating 1п 2013. 

Region 14 submitted the most ballots, seventy or 14.6 percent of the members. Next highest number of votes 
was thirty-seven or 14.3 percent submitted by Region 13. Submitting 18.9 percent of the total votes, Region 14 had 
a significant impact on the overall outcome. Of the top twenty irises, fifteen received the most votes from Region 
14. Also, three irises received their second most votes and two irises received their third most votes from Region 14. 
Thus, if an iris did not receive good support from Region 14, it was not in the top twenty. The region with the highest 
percentage of members voting was Region 8 casting twenty votes from 23.8 percent of their members, followed 
closely by Region 12 casting thirteen votes from 22.8 percent of their members. 

This year 39 different hybridizers had irises in the top 100. Schreiner's had the most irises on the list (sixteen). 
Keith Keppel, who had fifteen irises on the list, was next. 

Six irises this year missed the top one hundred by only one vote. This proves your one vote could make a 
difference. When more people vote from all around the country, the results are more meaningful. The best irises do 
well everywhere. Please vote in the AIS Tall Bearded Symposium in 2014. 45

Iris Color Terminology: Luminatas

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Flowers that glow? LUMINATA. A wonderful 
word and so very descriptive of these irises. A luminata 
is a white or yellow flower with color washed over it. 
The lighter shade bleeds through, which makes the 
flower look as though it is lit from within. After amoenas 
(Simply defined an amoena is a flower with white 
standards and colored falls. AIS encyclopedia), I am in 
love with luminatas. I grow a number of them and they 
never disappoint. 

My very first order of irises included a luminata, 
“New Leaf’. This iris has been blooming its fool head off 
for me in Southern California for years and years. It likes 
it here so much that it reblooms some years! 

‘Moonlit Sea’ is a justly famous historic luminata that 
is still a favorite in the garden. The colors are particularly 
lovely, and the long romantically draping falls give it an 
elegant appearance. 

Two more recent introductions with similar 
coloration are *Mindreader' and “Telepathy’. Margie 
Valenzuela, a hybridizer who lives in arid and hot 
Arizona, says ‘Mindreader’ does better in her heat. Here 
is her photo of it in morning sun. 

Here is ‘Telepathy’. I am hoping it will give an 
impressive display this year, its third year in my garden. 
Oddly, in my garden this year it rebloomed beginning in 
November, although it is not normally a rebloomer. 

My most recently acquired luminata is ‘Daughter of 
Stars’, a rebloomer. I didn’t want this color in my garden. 
But how can one stick to a pre-planned color scheme 
when faced with this? 

Some people are under the mistaken impression that 
luminatas have some sort of a virus which results in their 
lovely coloration. This is not the case. Although viruses 
can cause broken colored patterns, these lovelies get their 
patterns from careful hybridization, not from disease, so 
you do not have to resist them for that reason. ch

Fred Megson, Jobn Tearington, Jean Witt 


“The MOONLIT SEA type pattern, which has been called and mis-called by a variety of names, has not in 
the past even been correctly described, let alone classified. The Median Iris Section's Genetics Panel, which has 
collaborated in preparation of this study, has spent almost three years in considering its various aspects, both its 
appearance and its genetic makeup, and has concluded that none of the definitions offered or in use in the past 
accurately describes this pattern. Therefore, the Panel has selected from a number of proposed terms for the pattern, 
one that seemed best: to describe its appearance; to acknowledge the variety which has most often been cited as its 
*type -- MOONLIT SEA; and to consort well with the name of its companion pattern, PLICATA. The Panel has 
adopted the name “LUMINATA.” It will henceforth be used in our communications and in the reports of our work 
which we submit for publication, and we hope that it will ind general acceptance. 

“The definition of luminata as worked out by the panel reads, * Luminata is a genetically reproducible anthocyanin 
pattern having its color present in an irregular marbling in the central areas of the petals and absent in the peripheral 
areas. [he marbling effect is produced by non-anthocyanin veining (white or yellow), and there is no anthocyanin in 
the hafts, the stylearms or the beard.” It is the pale, or “lighted” effect at the heart of the luminata variety that gives 
the name its validity.

Jim and Jill Copeland 

At the national level, Jim served 9 years on the AIS 
Board of Directors, was Affliates Chair and Awards 
Chair. He served on a committee and was the spark plug 
in developing and bringing to the board for approval 
comprehensive changes in the entire AIS awards 
structure and procedures. In Region 6, he was RVP from 
1980-1982 and was recently elected RVP for the current 
term. He has served as regional treasurer and has been 
the Region JT chair since 1995. He has been SJI treasurer 
for the past 16 years. Jim is a hybridizer of Siberian iris 
and has several registered and at least 5 or 6 more ready 
and waiting for introduction. He received an HM in 
2009 for ‘Yellowtail’. 

Jill is a noted hybridizer of Japanese and Species iris. 
Her introductions have won 11 AMs and 19 HMs. She 
received the Randolph Perry Medal (SPEC-X) in 2005 
for ‘Pixie Won’ and again in 2012 for ‘For Jay’. She is 
also a two-time winner of the Founders of Signa Medal 
(Species), in 2008 for ‘Krill’ and in 2011 for ‘Seakrill’. 

Jim and Jill have hosted guest gardens at two section 
mini-conventions and the 1976 AIS national convention; 
they attend most AIS conventions and have instructed 
numerous in-garden training sessions at the local, 
regional, and national conventions. 


Bonnie J. Nichols 

Bonnie has been active at the local, regional and

A few months ago someone asked about getting a 
sign saying ^AIS Display Garden" for the iris garden at 
their botanical garden.

We presented 
our work and the board accepted our definitions and 
policies for AIS Gardens at the fall 2013 board meeting. 


e National Collection: A garden dedicated to the 
preservation of a defined, cohesive group of Irises, 
species and cultivars. It may start as a prototype 
with the ultimate goal of being part of the American 
Public Gardens Association system of National 
Collections. 

e Display Garden: simply displays the glories of the 
iris. They can be 
e Public gardens at botanical gardens, and other 

venues open to the public. 

e Private bome gardens open for display during 
selected bloom periods. Visitors should check to 
see if a garden will be open on a specific day and 
time. 

e Test Garden: may or may not be a display garden 
or national collection; the owner has agreed to take 
measurements and record observations of plant 
growth in the garden. 


AIS members maintain and support iris gardens 
throughout the country. Some are in botanical gardens, 
some are in parks, and some are just a strip of land by 
a public library. The value of displaying irises growing 
in a public garden has been obvious to our sections, 
regions, and affiliates who participate in them. We 
thank all our dedicated members who have created 
these venues. 

What AIS can offer 15 recognition of this hard 
work, and celebration of what is already there, perhaps 
encouraging more to be created. Our goal is to provide 
a sign designating the garden as an AIS-sponsored 
garden and post an illustrated listing online so people 
will know about these gardens and what they could see 
when visiting them. When someone asks, “What does 
the American Iris Society do for the local community?" 
you will be able to point to a display garden near you. 
The definition of a display garden is broad, so we 
want people to have an idea of a garden's strengths and 
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limitations before they set out to see it. The garden 
may have only one type of iris or many types. 

Each year we will ask for a report. After the initial 
description is documented, we can amend each listing 
annually to reflect how it has changed. The gardens 
may be at private residences, where certain days each 
year would be set aside as open days, or they may be 
at public venues. AIS display garden managers might 
invite master gardeners and local garden clubs to visit, 
hold judges trainings, and host school group visits. 
The garden can be tiny or huge. The most important 
requirement is that its qualities are made clear so as not 
to disappoint. 

Gardens will be listed in a new area of the Iris 
Encyclopedia (the Gardens Web) that will evolve and 
develop as the program proceeds. 

Oh, and as for that sign. We look forward to hearing 
your ideas. Everyone who has experience with a society 
display garden could also come under the AIS umbrella 
by adding an AIS sign. 

You can submit an existing society display garden 
for AIS endorsement or you can apply to create a 
new display garden. The criteria for display gardens 
and the application to have an AIS display garden 15

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Herbicide Studies: 


Weed Control in Irises

(Editor's Note: This is the second in a series of articles John is writing on weed control in irises. He welcomes 
questions about his studies via email and thanks the AIS Foundation for the financial support of his work.) 


In the first article I discussed the Group K herbicides 
(that target root initials), Group A herbicides and a 
brief mention of on-going research on a new nutsedge 
herbicide sulfentrazone. In this article, I will complete 
this discussion on Group E herbicides and then cover 
the Group K herbicides (that target shoot initials) and 
Group D herbicides. Again I need to emphasize that that 
you are required to follow the label instructions found 
on every container. Herbicides may not be stored in 
anything except the original container with the product 
name and safety precautions readable. Also, mention 
of specific herbicides does not mean I exclude other 
herbicides that have similar characteristics. 


Group E Herbicides 

This group of herbicides is nicknamed protox 
inhibitors based on their mode of action. These herbicides 
result in leaky cell membranes that cause the plants to turn 
brown or bronze. For those of this group that control 
larger weeds, browning of the leaves may take several 
days to become visible. Each individual herbicide in this 
group can control certain broadleaf and grassy weeds and 
may be used safely on certain crops. Each one will need to 
be tested for iris safety. As I mentioned in my first article, 
sulfentrazone is available for homeowner use to control 
nutsedge. In the end, nutsedge control was better than I 
expected. Most of the plants with tall leaves were killed, 
and the ground remained bare until dormant nutlets 
produced new leaves. Thus a repeat application will still 
be required. Both bearded and beardless iris leaves were 
thoroughly wetted with sulfentrazone and bearded iris 
did not show any injury symptoms. However, I remain 
uncertain about beardless iris because numerous leaves 
of the Siberian iris became brown/bronze. As a result, 
you need to target sulfentrazone application specifically 
to the nutsedge and avoid contact with beardless iris. For 
the herbicides in this group that are active only on small 
seedlings as a weed preventer, the brown/bronze color 
may not be visible. 

Oxadiazon is one of the Group E herbicides that 
is active as a residual herbicide and will keep newly 
emerged seedlings from developing for several months 
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after application. It can often be found in mixtures with 
glyphosate (Roundup®) to provide long lasting control 
where bare ground 15 desired. I have not seen oxadiazon 
available as a stand-alone herbicide for the homeowner 
and I have not yet sprayed oxadiazon over the top of iris. 
Itis possible it could be useful as a weed preventer in iris. 


Group K Herbicides (subgroup sboots) 

In the last article I discussed the subgroup roots and 
you may recall, Preen® (triafluralin) was in this group. 
Group K herbicides are weed preventers that inhibit cell 
division of either the root or shoot initials of germinating 
seeds. These herbicides need to be watered into the soil 
with a quarter to half-inch of rain or irrigation. In this 
article I discuss the herbicides that are active on shoot 
initials. Because iris shoot initiation is protected within 
existing leaves, this subgroup of herbicides shows a very 
high level of iris safety. They do not have capability to 
nub surface roots as do the other Group K herbicides. 

Active ingredients in this subgroup include alachlor, 
acetochlor and metolachlor and all three are widely 
used as weed preventers in corn. This subgroup is more 
rapidly biodegraded and thus weed prevention does not 
last as long as it does with the other subgroup. 


Group C Herbicides 

These herbicides inhibit the second segment of the 
photosynthesis pathway and are often referred to as 
triazines. They are water-soluble and thus are absorbed 
by roots of susceptible plant species and move with 
water up to the leaves and stop photosynthesis. The 
two major herbicides in this group are atrazine and 
simazine. I have done many tests on bearded iris and 
a few on Siberian, Japanese and Spuria iris. All tests to 
date show iris are not at all injured by either of these two 
herbicides. Triazines are effective on many broadleafs 
and grasses for both weed prevention and control of 
emerged weeds. They are very injurious to lawn grasses 
and many ornamentals in the landscape, so keep them on 
iris beds ONLY. Atrazine is slightly more water-soluble 
than simazine. Thus it shows faster uptake and quicker 
results on already emerged weeds. However, simazine 


stays near the soil surface and provides longer weed 
prevention. 

The herbicides in Group К (shoots) and Group 
C have not been made available in the homeowner 
market. In the agricultural market they are often sold as 
mixtures to provide broad-spectrum weed prevention. 
The herbicide combination is very safe to iris. However, 
some of the herbicides or mixtures are Restricted Use 
Pesticides (RUP) and the purchaser must show a 
pesticide applicators license 1n order to buy them. The 
applicator of those herbicides needs to either Бе а certified 
applicator or be trained by and make applications under 
the direction of a Certified Pesticide Applicator. Some 
of the herbicides are not RUP. Thus, you will need to 
visit an agricultural and/or professional landscape/ 
horticultural retail outlet to find what is available to 
you in your area. Simazine 18 more widely available in 
landscape and horticultural retail outlets. 


Photo 1 (top) 

In Research Plot 1, iris leaves were sprayed thoroughly 
with sulfentrazone (nutsedge killer) in June 2013. Photo 
was taken October 2013. This Siberian plant in the 
foreground showed severe damage but is now recovering. 
The three bearded iris varieties in the background 
showed no injury. 


Photo 2 (middle) 

In Research Plot 2, the Siberian iris (foreground) did not 
show as much damage as the one in Plot 1. However, the 
brown/bronzing is visible on lower half of the treated 
plant (compare to the untreated one in the background).

Each issue as I gather the history and facts regarding our past members, I find sometimes find family members 
very helpful, some are still hurting and not yet ready to share. Sometimes there are no surviving members. Some 
obituaries require extensive research that yields few results. For others, such as George and Margaret Sutton, who 
did so much for the iris world, there is extensive material available. 

When I wrote about George (July/August 2013 JRISES) and his baseball experience in the Los Angeles Dodgers 
minor league system, I forgot to mention that his summers were free to play baseball because his real job was a teacher 
at the time. I remembered that I wrote about George in the 50th Anniversary History Edition of The Medianite, 
spring of 2007. His 1963 BA in Speech and Hearing Pathology from the University of Redlands, California, allowed 
him a professional career in the public schools in Ukiah in northern California and freed him up for the pursuit of 
his summer baseball dream. Baseball’s loss became а big gain to AIS with the start of his iris career. 


Harold (Hal) Mattos (1924-2013) 


Harold Mattos, 89, of Petaluma, California in Region 14 died August 29, 2013. He was born 
January 21, 1924 and graduated from high school in Watsonville, California in June 1942 during 
"d WWII. He joined the U.S. Navy and was assigned to Yeoman (clerical) School in Boston. 

| While in Boston, he survived the Cocoanut Grove Night Club fire in November 1942 where 492 
~~ people perished (many young military and newlywed couples were in the club). Hal helped in the 
rescue attempt. He ended up in the nearby naval hospital where First Lady Eleanor Roosevelt sat at his bedside as she 
checked on injured survivors. Later, after assignment to the USS Iowa (1943-1945) as a First Class Petty Officer, he 
came in contact with another Roosevelt - the President. He had prepared some documents for the ship's captain and 
was on the catwalk on his way to the bridge where the President and some officers had gathered. Suddenly, the wind 
blew a cloak off President Roosevelt's shoulders and onto the deck. Hal jumped to pick it up just as Secret Service 
agents moved to stop him. The President smiled and told them to back off because Hal was just doing his job. After 
discharge from the navy in November 1945, Hal remained active in the USS Iowa Veterans Association for the rest 
of his life, often attending reunions and special ceremonies. 

In June 1946 Hal entered Cal Poly State College, San Luis Obispo, California under the GI Bill. He graduated in 
June 1949 with a Bachelor's Degree in Ornamental Horticulture. He established a florist business but had to dissolve 
it when he was recalled to active duty in the Korean War. He stayed in and subsequently completed twenty years of 
active duty in the navy. While stationed in Santa Cruz, Hal met Genevieve MacCabe and they married in May 1954. 

Hal Mattos loved irises from the age of seven; his family grew irises and begonias in Watsonville. Hal, Gen, and 
Hal's parents were members of the Monterey Bay Iris Society and were friends and customers of Joe Ghio's Bay 
View Gardens in Santa Cruz early on. Later ће met and became friends with Ben Hager, Sid DuBose, Glenn Corlew, 
the Boswells, and other iris hybridizers. Hal began growing irises about 1968 in Daly City, then more successfully 
after moving to Foster City where it was warmer. He loved all types of irises, was an early member of Westbay 
Iris Society, and was twice president of the Clara B. Rees Iris Society in San Jose when the society hosted the AIS 
National Convention (in 1968 and 1978). After moving to Sonoma County, he served as president of the Santa Rosa 
Iris Society. Hal became an AIS Garden Judge in 1978, a Master Judge in 1992, and a Retired Master Judge in 2005. 
He worked for years at a plant nursery in Burlingame, and after retirement, he was a docent at the famous Filoli

estate and gardens for 15 years. 


Hal is survived by his wife Gen, sons, Patrick (Sarah) and James, and his brother, Robert (Janet), along with their 
several children.

Clarence Everett Mahan (1939-2013)

Itis both an honor and a sad task to write the obituary 
of my friend Clarence Everett 
Mahan, 74, of McLean, VA, in 
Region 4. 

Clarence was a *universal 
man" to me as he set out to 
learn all he could about the @ 
genus lris. A prolific writer, | 
his detailed compositions E 
have graced the AIS bulletins 57 
and several of its Sections! ~ 
publications over the years. 
He could always be counted 
on when something was 
needed. A researcher, collector 
and author, his Classic Irises and the Men and Women 
who Created Them was the first book written about 
the early history of garden irises before the founding of 
the American Iris Society in 1920. If you read his book, 
you will discover his research included people from the 
father of French iris culture, Monsieur Marie-Guillaume 
de Bure, aka Paul, (1781-1842), Monsieur Jean-Nicolas 
Lemon (1817-1895), Max Goos & August Koenemann 
(of the German G&K nursery), and Englishmen Peter 
Barr, Sir Michael Foster, William John Caparne and 
William R. Dykes, along with many more. Mahan's 
research also included several other genera such as roses, 
daffodils, sugar beets and gladiolas. 

Clarence always called me *young man," something 
I readily accepted as I viewed him first from afar, then 
up close when he was on the AIS board and later as 
AIS president (1998-2001). With his stern (yet friendly) 
countenance, gray hair and glasses I viewed him as a 
dominant figure. Thus, later I was surprised to find him 
to be the same age as me. 

Clarence Mahan was born January 1,1939 in Dayton, 
OH and passed away of emphysema and heart failure 
on September 28, 2013 in McLean, VA. He never liked 
being a New Year's baby as he intimated everything was 
already being celebrated before his birthday. 

His education included high school in Bradford, OH 
and three degrees: BA from University of Maryland, 
MS from American University, and MBA in 1969 from 
Syracuse University. In his early 20s he served his country 
in the U.S. Army as a medical clerk in the Eighth Army 


in South Korea. He met his wife, Suky, *Whose virtue 
and beauty have enriched my life beyond measure" in 
Seoul, S. Korea. She was a civilian employee of the U.S. 
Army working as a Korean/English language translator 
in the same building in which he worked. They married 
March 28, 1962. In searching for family information I 
found it confusing that Clarence's book listed a daughter, 
Christiane, and a son, Sean, while his Facebook page also 
listed a son, Mark Routt, and daughter, Sheila. I contacted 
Dr. Sean Mahan, his biological son, who cleared up the 
confusion. It seems that Clarence considered Sean's wife 
Sheila, as his daughter and Christiane's husband, Mark, 
as his son as well. Mystery solved. 

Clarence was an honorary life member of AIS and 
a highly competent iris judge and hybridizer. I well 
remember him conducting garden judging in my St. Louis 
garden one spring and doing the same in his McLean 
garden another spring. His 1994 МТВ introduction 
‘Reminiscence’ won the Williamson-White Medal 
in 2002. Clarence had many iris friends throughout 
the world. A stout supporter and participant in the 
International Median Robin, Clarence edited Flight 
Lines, and compiled and wrote the International News 
column for the AIS Bulletin 1995-1999. He represented 
AIS at the 75th anniversary fête of the British Iris Society 
in 2007 at Hadlow in Kent, the garden of England, and 
attended the Chelsea flower show, which he described as 
“paradise.” He was the recipient of the AIS Distinguished 
Service Medal in 2004 which was awarded at the AIS St. 
Louis Convention May 14, 2005. In 2011 Clarence was 
awarded the AIS Gold Medal. Only 18 of these have 
been awarded in AIS history. 

Clarence was true to his friends. He wrote fellow 
rebloomer enthusiast Dr. Lloyd Zurbrigg’s obituary in 
April 2005, Rosalie Figge’s (Adieu, notre amie, adieu.) in 
July 2006, and Olive Rice Waters’ in July 2005 wherein 
he quoted the poet Shelly: “Music, when soft voices die, 
vibrates in the memory.” Clarence’s voice will always 
vibrate in my memory. 

When I asked his wife, Suky, which was Clarence’s 
favorite iris , 'Suky' (Mahan 1991) or ‘Clarence’ (Zurbrigg 
1991), she laughed and said, “Probably ‘Clarence’,” 
quickly adding, “You made me laugh, something I 
haven’t done much the past two years.” 

Retired from U.S. government service and the 
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Environmental Protection Agency, Clarence Mahan was 
preceded by sister Betty and survived by his wife Suky 
Mahan, his son, Dr. Sean (Sheila) Mahan of Orlando, 
FL, his daughter, Christiane (Mark) Routt of Ashland, 
VA, and three grandchildren: Dallas, Ryan and Logan 
Mahan. &

Friends from around tbe world 
share memories of Clarence Mahan 


Clarence was certainly one of the Great and Good of 
the iris world; always willing to help if he could and to 
suggest possible contacts if he couldn’t, but perhaps he 
will be best remembered for his enquiring mind about 
who did what that made them worth remembering. 

His researches into The Lémon Trophy were wide 
ranging and entertaining and he recorded the histories 
of similar awards for the AIS. Then /. albertii caught his 
attention. This is a really cold resistant tallish bearded, 
which Dr. Rodionenko has used extensively for breeding 
Russian cultivars, and Clarence brought together a 
wealth of information about it. Then there have always 
been problems with the derivation of the Fleur de Lys in 
British heraldry and he dived into them with enthusiasm 
and also into the wilds of Welsh record offices. He failed 
to link Charles Darwin directly with irises in spite of 
evolution and genetics, but reminded us that Sir Michael 
Foster named two of his irises for Darwin’s daughters- 
in-law. 

His researches in these fields were very wide indeed 
and culminated in his Classic Irises and The Men and 
Women Who Created Them, which was published in 
2007. This is a valuable reference source and well worth 
acquiring by anyone interested in iris history and its 
ramifications. 
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He still had time alongside these works to actually 
grow irises and had a preference for the species forms. A 
gorgeous, dark blue sport of I. florentina occurred in his 
garden and he brought a piece to England at the time of 
our 50th Anniversary. Sadly, I lost my plant to rhizome 
rot a couple of years ago. Apart from that he registered a 
number of beardeds, Siberians and species. 

He was awarded the Foster Memorial Plaque in 
2007. Poor health in the last few years cramped his style, 
but not his enthusiasm for life and irises. He will long be 
remembered with affection and gratitude. &

He has 
served as president of his Chapter, RVP of his Region, 
president of three AIS sections and as AIS president. 

An oft written and spoken cliché; “the world is a 
poorer place for his passing," but in the case of Clarence

Mike and I had been AIS members for several years 
before we attended our first Region 4 spring meeting 
in 1985. During one of the garden tours there was a 
bespectacled man of middle age, hopping around like 
a flea on a hot griddle, constantly asking questions and 
making comments about the irises we were seeing. In 
reply to my “Who is that guy?” the reply was “Oh, 
that’s Clarence Mahan—he’s an apprentice judge.” That 
was my first exposure to the man who would become a 
mentor, fellow editor and dear and treasured friend. 

Over the years Clarence and I followed much the 
same paths in our iris involvement both regionally and 
nationally: we were both Chapter editors; we both served 
as Region 4 RVP; Mike and I took over editing Region 
4 Newscast when Clarence gave it up to become RVP 
and Chair of the 1991 AIS Convention. Only once did 
Clarence succeed me—when he became the second president 
of the newly formed Historic Iris Preservation Society. 


When Clarence was elected President of the AIS he 
asked me to serve as AIS Recording Secretary. Little did 
I know what I was getting into when I agreed to take on 
the job—it was an interesting and educational three years 
to say the least. 

Clarence was a dedicated historian and he was always 
willing to share his knowledge, time, wisdom, experience 
and, yes, his opinions, too. As an editor I often needed a 
word, fact, phrase or advice and he never failed to meet 
my needs with wit and grace. Clarence was never stingy 
with praise or thanks which always made one willing 
to fulfill any request he might make. Mike and I felt 
honored to serve as proofreaders of his book for which 
Mike provided the photographs. He and I both received 
the AIS 2004 DSM in 2005 and I felt really honored to be 
in such company. I believe that St. Louis AIS Convention 
was his last. 

In later years Clarence and I shared something else 
not quite so rewarding. We were both Type 2 diabetics 
and we spent many minutes on the phone discussing 
foods and sharing appropriate recipes. The one place 
where we deviated was when I stopped smoking. Sadly 
enough Clarence did not! As his health deteriorated and 
he became housebound, we communicated via telephone 
and email and always through his elegant Christmas cards. 

Now ће 15 gone from us. However, the good memories 
and admiration we had for this kind and generous man 
will live on.

As an AIS 
judge, he once presented a training class called, *What 
Every Judge Should Know; Judging Points Overlooked 
or Forgotten." During Dave Niswonger's presidency, 
Clarence suggested the idea of a silent auction to be held 
at the spring AIS conventions. 

Since Clarence was unable to attend the 2011 Region 
4 fall meeting to receive the Epperson Service Award, I 
called him in advance to let him know that he was the 
recipient. Clarence was touched that this award, named 
for his good friend Roy, was being awarded to him; he 
thanked me and the Region for *remembering him." I 
had the pleasure of meeting his daughter, Christiane, 
who accepted the award for her father at the meeting. 

Clarence was a man of energy, intelligence, and wit. 
He served AIS in many roles, and was always generous 
with his time and resources. He was not shy about 
voicing his opinion about any subject, and he cared 
deeply about Region 4 and about AIS. I always looked 
forward to Clarence's spirited participation in regional 
board meetings.

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Clarence was my friend. We shared an obsessive 
interest in iris history and trivia. As such, we also shared 
a love of talking and probably have both been accused 
of being too pedantic. We also both had strong opinions 
but, unlike many people, when we disagreed we still had 
enormous respect for the other’s opinion despite the fact 
it may have diverged from our own. Like me, Clarence 
had a great love of books; he put it to use much better 
than I, by writing his own historical iris reference. 

Last year I was gathering material for the 100th 
anniversary issue and I called Clarence. I asked him what 
he felt his most important accomplishment was when he 
was president of AIS. He surprised me with “balancing 
the budget.” I had forgotten that when he took office in 
1998 AIS was close to bankruptcy. Previously, AIS had 
published The World of Irises. It was an enormous success 
and with about 7,000 members it quickly sold out. So the 
board authorized another printing. The original printing 
sold at too low a price, the market was saturated, and 
the resulting inventory had AIS funds tied up to the 
point that it was going to be impossible to pay the bills. 
Clarence solved this difficult problem by eliminating all 
paid AIS positions. Although he was not asked, Keith 
Keppel, the then registrar, gave back his pay in exchange 
for a vote on the board per the bylaws. Heroically some 
stayed in their positions with no pay. Quickly the budget 
deficit was turned around and ultimately part of the 
reserve we are using today was created. Clarence was 
willing to make the tough call. 

Certainly with Clarence gone we have lost a great 
deal of iris knowledge. Thankfully he did so much to 
preserve some of it for us. &

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2013 Honorary Awards Recipients

Each year at its fall meeting, the AIS Board considers candidates who have been nominated for one of the Society's 
honorary awards: Hybridizer Medal, Distinguished Service Medal, Gold Medal, and Warburton Medal. There is no 
limit as to the number of annual recipients of these awards and none of these medals are required to be awarded every 
year. 

At its recent board meeting in New Orleans, the Board voted to award the Hybridizer Medal to Bill Maryott 
and Distinguished Service Medals to John Jones, John Ludi, and Bob Pries. These recipients will receive their 2013 
awards next April at the National Convention in Dallas. The Gold and Warburton medals were not awarded this 
year. 


Hybridizer Medal (Bill Maryott) 

When Bill Maryotts "That's All Folks’ was introduced for him by Joe Ghio in 2005, Bill thought that this 
introduction was the end of his involvement in the iris world, as his hybridizing interests shifted to daylilies. Boy, 
was he wrong! "That's All Folks’ (an iris he wasn’t really sure he wanted to introduce but was persuaded by Joe Ghio 
to let him introduce it for him) went on to receive an HM in 2007, an AM in 2009, the Wister Medal in 2011 and the 
prestigious Dykes Medal in 2013. 

Bill hybridized irises for 25 years with his first introductions (Afghanistan! AB OGB, ‘Fingerprints’ SDB, and 
‘Bengal Tiger’ TB in 1981 through his last (That's All Folks’ TB) in 2005. His irises were awarded 49 Honorable 
Mentions (3596), 10 Awards of Merit, the Wister Medal, and just this year the Dykes Medal. What an impressive ratio 
of introduced to awarded! 


Distinguished Service Medal (John Jones, John Ludi and Bob Pries) 


John Jones was instrumental in establishing the AIS website and bringing the Society into the twenty-first century 
electronically. He heads the Electronic Services Committee and has run the Geek Dinner and auction each year. 

John has served as an AIS director, a judge, has been an Affiliate President in Region 14 and editor of their 
newsletter. He developed the Iris Register in electronic format so that members could keep track of iris reserved 
names online, and has maintained other *e-membership" benefits as well. He has assisted with the AIS Wiki, AIS 
Youth Website and has completed the task of scanning all past AIS Bulletins into a format for access electronically. 
Currently, he is serving as the AIS Registrar-Recorder, keeping track of all irises registered and introduced worldwide. 


John Ludi has been in charge of the AIS Storefront with his wife Kay for over 10 years, making recommendations 
for not only the content in the Storefront, but the amounts and prices that the items offered should be. His guidance 
has been valuable in making the Storefront a profitable venue for AIS. He has gone above and beyond the *call of 
duty” by carting various Storefront items to every national convention so that attendees could have access to items 
needed by irisarians worldwide. 

John has been an AIS Director, RVP for Region 13, served four terms as president of the Greater Portland Iris 
Society, is an Emeritus Judge, has been the AIS National Convention Chair for two previous conventions, and is the 
current Chair for the 2015 AIS National Convention. 


Bob Pries initiated and continues to maintain the Iris Encyclopedia (also known as the Iris Wiki). He 1s has been 
an AIS Director and has served in leadership positions in several AIS sections. 

Bob is Chairman of the AIS Public Relations and Marketing Committee. Under his leadership, members of 
this committee have initiated the AIS Facebook and Twitter pages, the blog, *World of Irises," and most recently, 
“News and Notes,” an electronic newsletter emailed periodically to AIS members. He is also chair of the National 
Collections, Display and Test Gardens Committee as well as the 100th Anniversary Celebration Committee. &

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My adventure with irises started in 1993. At that 
time I was 24 years old and the youngest forester in 
District Zawadzkie National Forest (which is located 
in south-western part of Poland, close to the city of 
Opole). As a perk of this position, I get to live in the 
gamekeeper's house located on the forest meadow, 
three miles from the closest village. Part of the District 
for which I am responsible for 18 called Jazwin and my 
home (where I still live today) is called Lesniczówka 
Jazwin. 

The story of my life would probably be completely 
different if when I arrived, young and somewhat 
scared, at my new home in the gamekeeper's house, 
I hadn't noticed a clump of irises in bloom. I fell in 
love with them from the first sighting and this love 
continues today. I remember very well the dark red 
purple flowers on tall stalks. I started to wonder if it 
would be possible to buy other colors of these nice 
flowers. I was very upset because I could not locate any 
outlets where I could buy them. You have to remember 
that it was 1993; there was not yet a European Union 
in the format we have today. In Poland at that time we 
didn't have a single Garden Center. The only way to 
get other colors was to exchange plants with friends 
and acquaintances. Nobody knew the names of these 
irises. Only а few people in Poland knew that there 
were irises with individual names. Those were mostly 
hybridized in United States. 

To this day only one professionally written Polish 
book about irises has been published—a 1993 edition 
of Lech Komarnicki's book, ZRYSY. I read it for the 
first time in 1999. From it I learned about American 
hybridizers like Schreiners, Keith Keppel, Paul Black 
and many others. The photos of irises the author 
presented in his book showed irises that were all greatly 
superior to the irises growing in my garden. The magic 
of their colors and forms were nowhere even close. My 
love of iris grew and I tried to locate more iris lovers 
in Poland. It took two years until I finally met Jerzy 
Wozniak, a hybridizer and one of the founders of 
MEIS (Middle European Iris Society-Poland, Slovakia 
and Czech Republic), who showed me the American 
cultivars in his garden. 


As a result of this visit, I immediately became a 
MEIS member and big changes started to happen in my 
garden. I have transformed my small yard into a 250-acre 
Forrest Arboretum. Every year thousands of people 
visit the garden, half of them children and teenagers. 
I have over 3000 varieties of unusual deciduous and 
evergreen trees and bushes, grasses, miniature plants, 
magnolia collections, Alpine, Japanese and rock gardens, 
and thousands of flowering plants, mostly irises. 

As a member of MEIS, I met a lot of nice people 
who shared my love of irises. With exchanges of the 
newest varieties came the desire for trying to hybridize 
them and to get my own cultivars. I collect the latest 
introductions from hybridizers from all over the world. 
I usually complete over 200 crosses each season, from 
which I produce about 6000 seeds and in the first year 
approximately 3500 seedlings. Every spring there are 
more than 1500 new and re-selected seedlings in bloom, 
from which I try to select the best. I made the first 
crosses in 2003. I registered my first cultivars in 2009: 
‘Stonce Jazwinu’, Dama Dworu and ‘Uwodziciel’. 

In 2011, I was elected to the MEIS Board of 
Directors as a leader of Opole, my local iris group. In 
2012 I became a member of AIS and TBIS. I have my 
own website, www.irysek.com ,where I promote irises, 
flowers which are a little bit forgotten in Poland and 
mostly remembered from the grandmother's garden. 

I am still working full-time as a forester. Everything 
connected with irises is only my hobby. My love of 
irises Is my passion and I am very glad that I can create 
such nice flowers. 

I would like to thank the translator from Polish into 
English, Zdenek Seid and the proofreaders, Anna Cadd 
and Katarzyna Zalewska. ćh

Small is Beautiful

It has been many years since I first came upon a 
wild iris (1. missouriensis) while hiking the high country 
of Colorado. Having grown up in the Adirondacks, I 
was accustomed to and enchanted by the blossoms and 
fragrances of lilacs, apple orchards, native Cypripediums 
and Aquilegia, and the avalanche of fall colors. There 
were no native iris I was aware of, though in later years 
my studies revealed there were а few known isolated 
colonies of I. versicolor. No one I knew had a flower 
garden let alone an iris. So how do I explain that first 
glimpse of iris, regal and rising amidst the fires of 
spring. This wild iris was a whole new creature, almost 
apparitional, an elusive spirit of the mountains. A spell 
was cast. 

Years later when I moved to Colorado, I continued 
to encounter wild iris in the foothills and in the 
mountains and I noticed garden iris around town. The 
sense of their extraordinariness deepened. Their fleeting 
beauty struck a resonant note. In the mid-eighties, I 
abandoned my white-collar profession and took up 
gardening as a livelihood. I was drawn to iris: first 
siberians, then SDBs, species and spurias. The selection 
was very limited at local nurseries but I always kept an 
eye out for a new variety for clients’ gardens and for my 
own garden. Over time, I assembled a small collection 
of varieties and species. When I moved my family to the 
Northwest, the iris and other favored perennials moved 
with us. The collection has continued to grow, as has my 
library of iris literature. 

Moving to an island in the Northwest in the late 

'90s was a long held dream of getting off the beaten path 
into a circle of quiet and getting back to the land. The 
price was high: leaving dear friends, a beautiful cottage, 
a successful business, and my garden with its hundreds 
of species, but I have never regretted the decision. 
I continued to acquire iris and a number of years later 
when I came upon Claire Austin's Irises, its text and 
hundreds of photographs presented me with a whole 
new galaxy of iris. Inspired, I wrote for catalogs from 
the sources listed and visited websites, which opened 
still larger vistas. Everywhere I looked the universe was 
expanding. 

Most of the irises I viewed online were TBs. The 
colors of the modern iris were magnetic. As I looked 
at them over and over again, looking at thousands of 
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varieties, my eye became more discriminating. The 
form of historic irises caught my attention. I recognized 
that wild iris in them: clean simple lines elegant and 
unpretentious, elements missing in so many modern 
hybrids. 

That first season of serious collecting, in 2009, I 
indulged myself by ordering alot or a little of everything, 
modern and historic, bearded and beardless, species 
and hybrids. I dug а thousand square feet of new beds 
to hold them surrounded by elaborate deer, rabbit, and 
vole fencing. It was very exciting planting, tagging, and 
mapping them. Very late that year I joined HIPS and 
spent a lot of the winter researching iris. In every class, 
whether bearded or beardless, I was almost invariably 
drawn to historic iris. My interest in dwarf and median 
iris was growing. I was particularly curious about MTBs 
with their small flowers and impeccable form. 

In 2010, I ordered mostly historics and a greater 
number of the smaller varieties. In August when I met 
and became immediate friends with the Lankows who 
were digging Carla’s collection of historic TBs, I jumped 
in to help and was rewarded most generously with 
rhizomes and a truckload of education. 

But I am getting ahead of myself. So who yawned, 
stretched, and spread their glorious wings that first long 
anticipated a season of bloom? Most were TBs and they 
were wonderful, but who did I give my heart to with no 
strings attached and would have offered my soul to for 
one more stalk of lightning? 

The first was SDB ‘Sarah Taylor’ (J.D.Taylor 1979), 
a beauty named for the breeder’s daughter. I acquired 
her from one of those well-known east coast mail order 
companies. Initially they erred and sent me a scrawny 
siberian I could have flossed my teeth with. After 
convincing them of their error, they replaced it with an 
anemic and emaciated refugee of a rhizome desperately in 
need of resuscitation. But it turns out ‘Sarah Taylor’ was 
not some weak, spoiled, inbred, upper class blueblood. 
On the contrary, she was a spirited, imaginative and 
adaptable young lady who wore proper shoes. She put 
on weight slowly, endured a couple of dry summers and 
a winter of inclement weather in a pot and two years 
later, without trumpets or fanfare, lit up the spring with 
the great gift of her irrepressible inner elegance. She was 
Guernsey cow buttery yellow and cream completed

with radiant shy blue eyes and no shyness behind them, only buoyant confidence and joy, a Grace Kelly reincarnate. 
She was part milkmaid, part butterfly, spoke three languages and disliked rap. 'Sarah Taylor' was part of the way 
I acquired a sense of not just how to look at an iris but how to experience iris. You have to open to them with the 
complete abandon they open to you, nothing held back, nothing to defend, and enter the luminous raw state of 
natural grace. 

We who love iris have all encountered a рагисшаг iris whose beauty touches something in our nature and wakes 
us to it. Recognizing that, we require no one else's confirmation of that beauty. I gush at Sarah Taylor" and others that 
some might find of no consequence, raise an eyebrow at or dismiss and turn aside from. It doesn't matter. Every iris 
is worthy of someone's love, dedication, and inflammation. Our own inspiration is the only matter of significance.
